NATIONAL POPPY DAY 
CAMPAIGN ARMISTICE DAY 

The Canadian Legion of Alberta 
have undertaken to dispose of one 
hundred thousand poppies on Arm¬ 
istice Day, November 11th. Theob- 
jects of the campaign are fourtold. 

Primarily, it is to honor our fal¬ 
len soldiers and show that we, as 
citizens, do not forget. This tri¬ 
bute is paid en this day in all na¬ 
tions of the Allies. 

Secondly, the greater display of 
poppies means increased employ¬ 
ment to our disabled soldiers in 
Alberta, who make up these pop¬ 
pies.

Not since 1828 has the planet been in J 
a position so favorable for scientific 
study. 

Although Mars is 8,000,000 . miles 
farther fiom the earth than it was two 
years ago, the fact that it will be visi 
ble 32 dogrees higher in the sky, where 
the atmospheric handicap is thinner 
and consequently clearer, will make-| 
the observations far ihore accurate 
than at any time since the advent of 
modern astronomical methods.
